Winnipeg Bank 
Manager Murdered 


Winnipeg, May 9~ Policemen were 
avarching every dark corner of Win- 
apeg’s underworld Friday night for 
three bandits who perpetrated one 
of the most daring ’and ruthless bank 
robberies_in the city’s history. Fri- 
cay the trio uf gunmen stalked .nty 
the Dominion Bank of Canada on 
Sherbrooke and Notre Dame streets, 
shot and killed Major P. B. R. Tuck- 
er, M. C., manager, and escaped with 
$6,552. 

Entering the establishment shortly 
after it opened Friday morning, the 
desperadoes leveled their guns at 
five employes and a _ customer, 
Threats of death followed commands 
to ‘*Hold up your hands!’’ Mr. 
Tucker, whose hearing was defect- 
ive due to war wounds, failed to heed 
the order, and without further warn- 
ing, one of the three robbers fired 
two shots at the bank manager, both 
striking him in the abdomen. 

The robbers ordered the employes 
and customers to lie face downward 
on the floor as they ransacked the 
teller’s cage and scooped up all avail- 
able money. Once more threatening 
the occupants of the bank with their 
guns, the men backed slowly towards 
the door. Once outside they dashed 
to an automobile, waiting at the curt 
with engine running, and disappear- 
ed. ms 
Employes of the bank rushed Mr 
Tucker to hospital and an operation 
was performed in an attempt to save 
his life, but death claimed him 46 
minutes after the holdup occurred. 
Mr. Tucker, 53 years old, had beer 
an employe of thé Dominion Bank for 
25 years. He was born in Bermuda 
and came to’Canada when a youth. 
He entered the bank’s service in 
Eastern Canada, served at Grenfell. 
then Henley, Sask., Calgary and Ed- 
monton, before coming to Winnipeg.

Sweepstakes 

There is a certain type of mind 
incapable of drawing fine distinc- 
tions. It is the mind to which gamb- 
ling is a sin, without qualification 
and without consideration of shades 
or difference. 

It is due largely to such a lack of 
elasticity in outlook on the part of 
certain members of this and other 
communities that sweepstakes for 
charitable causes have been forbid- 
den in Canada, in Great Britain and 
other places. What opposition the 
bill to legalize hospital sweepstakes 
now before parliament receives will 
result from this attitude. 

In_ discussing the sweepstakes 
question, however, it must not be 
forgotten that there is, conversely, 
the same attitude on the part of 
those who advocate complete gamb- 
ling license in the community, who 
regard all efforts to restrict gaming 
as the product of narrowness and 
puritanism. ; 

Both these attitudes are the  re- 
sult of cant, of refusal to see more 
than one point of view. The bill to 
legalize sweepstakes for charitable 
purposes is not designed to meet the 
requirements of either group. 

The argument for public approval of 
properly supervised sweepstakes for 
specific causes is based upon simple 
premises. Stock gambling and bet- 
ting on races is permitted, so why 
should not sweepstakes be tolerated? 
It is always--and at the present time 
particularly—difficult to obtain 
money for worthy causes. Hospit- 
als are depended upon public sup- 
port, yet they are a public necessity. 
The sweepstake, since it appeals to 
the sporting instincts of the people 
and offers something for money risk- 
ed, is the most efficient manner of 
raising large sums, its efficiency be- 
ing eloquently indicated by the suc- 
cess attending the annual Calcutta 
sweep, the London Stock Exchange 
sweep and the recent Irish Hospitals 
sweep on the Derby. It is not only 
more efficient, but is preferable in 
almost every way, to tag days which 
seldom bring in returns to compen- 
sate for the trouble they cause the 
organizers or the inconvenience they 
cause the public. It could be used 
to assist a community chest, or some 
other associated charities in Alberta. 

There is no doubt as to its effic- 
lency. There remains one other 
question—that of ite effect upon the 
public morale. Is it intrinsically im- 
moral? No more ‘han stock gamb- 
ling or betting on horses. Would 


legislation of certain sweepstakes 
pave the way for an orgy of illicit 
lotteries? There is no indication that 
it would, especially since there are 
illicit lotteries today, there have been 
in the past and will be in the future 
—for certain people like to gamble 
once in a while, and laws are never 
going to stop them. ; 

The same question is being discus 
sed at the present time in Great 
Britain. The London Spectator 
stands almost alone in its condem- 
nation of the legalized lottery. It 
maintains that there is a tendency 
for the sweepstake to undermine 
public morale and and tendency in 
that direction should be fought, es- 
pecially during the present age of 
falling standards of morality. This 
argument depends upon the prem- 
ise that the lottery when proper)» 
organized does tend to destroy pub- 
lic morale, and there is no proof that 
it does. The Spectator also points 
to the tradition that acquisition of 
sudden wealth destroys character. 
This is an old story, which cannot 
reasonably be considered. As well 
might one decry unexpected acquisi- 
tion of wealth through the death of 
a forgotten aunt. Some characters 
deteriorate under these circumstances 
others do not, 

Every argument against properly 
operated sweepstakes is based upon 
prejudice rather than logic, ypon 
second hand information rather than 
personal observation. 

The last thing we want to see in 
this country is a ‘‘wide open’’ con- 
dition like that obtaining now in 
Reno, but there is every reason to 
support a bill to legalize sweepstakes 
——the most efficient way of obtain- 
ing money for charitable purposes 
known--which would be strictly sup- 
ervised and the proceeds of which 
would go to maintenance of estab- 
lished institutions.

Alberta Must 
Sell More Coal 


A drive for markets in Ontario is 
being waged by the Alberta Domes- 
tic Coal Operators’ Association. 
This announcement has a familiar 
ring. Drives for markets in other 
parts of Canada have been waged 
intermittently for a number of years. 
The success which has attended them 
| is evidenced by the fact that there 
are miners in Sowthern Alberta 
working an inadequate number of 
hours a week and miners in the 
Drumheller area whose children are 
instructed to stay away from school 
as a protest against cessation of re- 
lief work. ' 

The causes of this condition are 
many, and it is attributable in part 
only to the apathy of Eastern Can- 
adians to the coal marketing needs 
of the West and of Nova Scotia, The 
mildness of last winter brought more 
than usual distress and now the 
seasonal summer siack time has ar- 
rived. Yet the need to press for 
markets remains, and it is to be 
hoped that the association’s offorts

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WAR DEBT REPAYMENTS 


It is forecast that the British del- 
egation to the forthcoming confer- 
ence of the International Chamber of 
Commerce will bring in a resolution 
or revision of the present arrange- 
ment governing war debt settlements. 

The revision of present schedules 
is necessary before anything like an 
equitable arrangement can be reach- 


ciers, economists, and statesmen of 
every country directly or indirectly 
involved in the issue. That cancella- 
tion of repayments is the only way 
back to prosperity is claimed by 
many, including a significant num- 
ber in the United States, the chief 
creditor nation. ' 
The schedule on which repayments 
are being made were drawn up at a 
time when prices were comparatively 
high and tthe purchasing power of 
gold relatively low. At the present 
time, when the purchasing power of 
gold is phenominally high, repay- 
ments of samé are out of all propor- 
tion to the value of tthe loan at the

CATTLE BREEDING 
CLUBS ADVANCING 


Cattle clubs formed under the new 
federal livestock policy by which 
three purebred bulls are loaned for 6 
years, with changes made every two 
years for each three clubs of a breed- 
ing centre, have made good progress 
in Alberta. To date there are 53 
bulls scattered all over the province, | 
John Norquay, cattle promoter in 
Alberta, informed the Edmonton 
Journali. 

Each*centre selects one breed and 
while the majority of clubs to date 
have secured beef and general pur- 
pose herds, a number of clubs have 
requested dairy bulls of the Ayr- 
shire, Holstein and Jersey breeds, 
also Red Polled. Most of the bulls 
already placed have been Shorthorn

AMEND IMMIGRATION LAW 


A certain immigration regulation 
exists which sooner or later will have 
to be modified,.and the sooner the 
better. The issue has once more been 
brought into prominence by the an- 
nouncement of Peter Veregin that a 
delegation of Doukhobors will leave 
Canada in June for Russia, in an ef- 
fort to obtain passports for mem- 
bers of the brotherhood now domicil- 
ed in that country. Since Russian 
passports are not now acceptable in 
this country, it is questioned whe- 
ther or not the delegation will be per- 
mitted to re-enter the Dominion. 

It is not a question solely of whe- 
ther Doukhobor immigration to Can- 
ada is desirable. It is the question of 
the advisability of a regulation which 
prohibits with impunity all those with 
Russian passports from entering this 
country. As a result of this Miss 
Tolstoy, daughter of Count Leo Tol- 
stoy, was prohibited from visiting 
the Dominion and delivering a ser- | 
ies of lectures on the subject of Sov- 
iet Russia, in which Canadians at the 
present time are extremely interest- 
ed.

McNicol 


The late James McNicol was born 
in Aldboro, Ont., in 1863, of Scotch 
parentage, his father, John MeNicol, 
coming out from Oban, Scotland, in 
1844, and his mother, whose maiden 
name was Margaret McDairmid, was 
born in Aldboro, an early Scotch 
settlement in Elgin County, Ontario. 

He attended the local schools and 
became a teacher, training at the 
St. Thomas Normal School. After 
teaching in Aldboro schools for 
a few years, he attended the St. 
Catherine’s Collegiate Institute, from 
which he matriculated into the Uni- 
versity of Toronto where he special- 
ized in mathematics. He received 
his Bachelor of Arts degree in 1889, 
after finishing a four year’s course 
in two and one-half years. 

He was first assistant in the High 
School at Weston for two years. In 
1892, he became principal of Hager- 
ville High School, remaining in that 
position for 8 years, when he went 
| into publishing business, owning and 
‘publishing the Haldimand Standar%, 
a weekly newspaper. His plant be- 
ing destroyed by fire, he decided to 
follow Horace Greeley’s advice and 
‘‘came west’’ in 1904 to Blackfalds, 
Alberta. He taught in local schools 
for a time, then opened a notary’s 
| office, became J.P., and was secret- 
| ary of the School Board and of the 
| Local Improvement District. He and
